A referendum vote of the unions la 
necessary before an actual strike can 
be made effective. This operation will 
take at least six weeks. The vote 
stood to-day at 48 to SB. 

This afternoon the delegates are dis¬ 
cussing a resolution to oppose the 
provincial government, at the next 
election, placing a Labor candidate in 
each constituency.

New Westminster. July 15.—Queen’s

It is 
therefore proposed to transfer the 
hatchery operations from Bon Accord 
to the Fisheries Exhibit building in 
Queen’s park.

toria, one of the Japanese qparter- 
I masters was thmwn overboard and 
never seen again. An emergency llfe- 
l>oat was lowered as srion as the cry of 
“man overboard’’ WM sent «p, but 
nothing was seen of the man. The 
'gangplank Is situated quite close to the 
I propellers and one of the speedily re¬ 
volving blades might have struck him. 
A number of sharks were following the 
ship and if he escaped the wheel the 
sea tigers were close. 

The Yokohama Maru, which docked 
here at noon to-day. was on her way 
into Yokalchl to load a shipment of tea. 
She was making about 13 knots an 
hour and w-as 20 miles from her destin¬ 
ation. The quartermaster had been 
sent aft to make the gangway ready 
for use on reaching Yokalchl. He evi¬ 
dently tvecame confused about the b<*Us 
as he loosene<l the wrong one. The 
gangway tilted and the Japanese lost 
his hold and was precipitated Into the 
swirling waters close to the propellers. 
A steerage passenger saw the accident 
and notified the officer on watch. The 
ship was stopped and the boat lowered. 
The cap of the seaman was picked up. 
but nothing ftirlher could be done. 

Rescuers* Hard Time. 

The men who manned the life-boat 
ha^l a terrible experience. Capt. Ma-1 
chida left the craft at the si'ene of the 
accident In charge of one of the offi-, 
cers with orders to sail to Yokalchl. 
The Yokohama proc’cedeil on her way.' 
The weather was very warm and the 
sea was smooth. Late In the afternoon, i 
however, a terrible thunderstorm broke 1 
and the rain fell heavily and the wind | 
blew bard. After a terrific struggle the| 
life-boat reached Yokalchl. 

Tl»e men on the Yokohama say that j 
five sharks were seen following the I 
ship and they think that these fish at-' 
tacked tbeir feliow-eountryman. The 
Japanese fleet of warships was only a 
abort dlstaace off doing gun practice 
and a host of fishing vessels swarmed 
the Inland sea. The loss of the seaman 
cast a gloom over the men in the fore¬ 
castle. 

The Yokohama Maru brought In a 
good list of passengers, a iRtmber of 
saloon travelers disembarking here, as 
well as SO Japanese. Among the ftrst- 
class passengers who arrived were the

through to New York; ProfesH<’)r Pur¬ 
vis. head of the naval architecture 
branch c»f the Imperial university at 
Tokio, accompanied by Mrs. Purvis, 
and Pr*»feR 8 or Hayam. professor of 
French law at^the Imperial university, 
who is also traveling, accompanied by 
Mrs. Hayam. 

Capt. Machida reports a fair voyage 
from Hongkong and Japanese p<»rts. 
The trans-PacJAc nin was made with 
goiKl weather prevailing and not one 
passenger mlssetl a meal. When mak¬ 
ing the entranc'e to the strait this 
morning the Yokohama met a bank of 
fog, which lifted after she had been 
in It for two hours. 

The Yokohama discharged 250 tons of 
cargo here and proceeded to Beattie at 
3 o’clock this afternoon.

DISCDVERY GOINO BN 
SEVEN-YEAR CRUISE 

To Carry Oceanographical Ex¬ 
pedition From London All 
Over the World 


London, July 16.--The British Ant¬ 
arctic and Oceanographical expedl- j 
tion, of which J. Foster Stackhouse Is 
the commander, will start from Ltm- 
don In December next for a seven 
years' cruise for the purpose of chart¬ 
ing dangerous areas on the high seas 
and settling doubtful questions relat¬ 
ing to the existence of rocks and shal¬ 
lows in the new tracks that will come 
Into use with the opening of the Pan¬ 
ama canal. Some details of the ex¬ 
pedition have already been made pub¬ 
lic, but the scheme of the cruise has 
only Just been settled. The expedition 
win l>e principally occupied with hyd¬ 
rographical and survey work—the 
former In the hands of Captain Rup¬ 
ert Jones, R. N. R., of the hydro- 
graphic department of the admiralty, 
and the latter to be undertake^ by 
Lieut. O. N. Humphreys, of the Royal 
Plying Corps. 

Though It will visit the Anlarnlc 
coast, and has secured for the purpose 
Captain Scott's old ship, the Discov¬ 
ery. there will be no attempt to pene¬ 
trate the Interior of the Antarctic con¬ 
tinent, The expedition will content 
Itself with the useful work of survey- 
Irig the uncharted coastline of tlie 
Weddell sea quadrant on the outward 
voyage, while on the homeward voy¬ 
age It will visit King Edward VII. 
Land to survey as much as it can of 
the area between that coast and Gra¬ 
ham Land. 

Uniounded Soas. 

This journey of seven years has been 
timed so that as far as possible the 
ship will visit each area to be survey¬ 
ed during the summer season of that 
area. Its principal work will, of course, 
be to take soundings. There are large 
tracts In all the oceans whore a thor¬ 
ough oceanographical survey has 
never l>een made. The existing charts 
record the reports of various captains 
over long periods of time, and even 
iiH to the existence ot certain Islands 
there exist the strongest doubts while 
there Is a wide vaHallon between the 
different reports as to position of cer¬ 
tain rcK'ks. In other areas submerged 
ro<‘ks are reported from time to time, 
discovered by the more dangerous 
method of vessels striking upon them, 
and as the draught of vessels Increases 
so these distressing discoveries tend 
to be made. 

The expedition will begin in the 
North Atlantic ocean. Us first port 
of call will be Reykjavik, and In the 
course of the voyage thither an effoii 
will be made to settle the old question 
of the existence or position of the 
Island of Busse. which has been re¬ 
ported by generations of captains and 
pooh-poohed by other generations of 
captains. 

Its next work will be on the track 
of the transatlantic steamers, and the 
greater part of the summer and winter 
routes will be surveyed for the exact 
charting of certain shallow areas 
which are known to exist. Thence the 
Discovery will proceed by a slg-sag 
course to the West Indies, and so by 
the coast of Brasil to Rio de Janeiro. 
Between Rio and Monte Video the ves¬ 
sel will proceed into th^ ocean to take 
8 <>me seventy soundings and to clear 
up certain doubtful questions. Thence 
the expedition will cross the South 
Atlantic ocean to Cape Town, South 
Africa, and from there will make. Its 
first expedition to the South Polar 
seas, via Kerguelen island, across the 
westward drift to Kemp I. 4 ind and En- 
derby I..and, working hack towards 
Coast Land. Turning northwards the 
party will survey the islands about 
84 'uth Georgia and return lo the Cape. 

Next the expedition begins Its east¬ 
ward voyage. After visiting Mada¬ 
gascar and Mauritius It will survey 
the channel between the islands of 
Zanzibar and Pemba and the main- 
It.nd, and settle the safe track of ships 
between Mombasa and Dar-es-Salaam. 
The party will then survey the route 
to Bombay, and after calling at that 
port will return into the Indian ocean 
to make a survey of the Seychelles, 
cross to Keeling and Christmas Isl¬ 
ands. and go northward to Ceylon. 
Soundings of the principal channels of 
the coast route to Japan will be made, 
and next the men will go north into 
the Sea of Okhotsk for magnetic ob¬ 
servations. There is a theory that In 
this sea Is the opposite axis of the 
Magnetic Pole, and experiments will 
be made with dipping needles td see if 
the magnetic focus can be discovered. 

Canal and Now Tracks. 

Then the expedition will steer In the 
Pacific, for there a most Important 
part of the work win be undertaken. 
With the opening of the Panama canal 
new tracks for vessels must (X>me Into 
use, and a wider knowledge of the 
channels of the Pacific archipelagos 
will have to be acquired. According¬ 
ly, the principal groups of islands on 
the track between Panama and the 
ports of China and Japan will be sur¬ 
veyed. With the exception of the 
small area traversed by the cable 
ships and the few steamship lines that 
ply between San Francisco or Victoria 
and Vancouver and the Chinese porta 
the soundings of the North Pacific are 
almost unknown. Accordingly, the ex¬ 
pedition will use Sydney ds a bate for 
a further voyage among the Islands, 
and when thin important work has 
been finished. It will proceed south¬ 
ward, via New Zealand, to King Ed¬ 
ward's Land for the purpose of sur¬ 
veying the section of the coast of tha 
Antarctic continent In the direction of 
Graham L»and. 

The ship will sail for Cape Horn, 
passing through the Straits of Mag^ 
cllan from east to west, and sounding 
among the network of islands on the 
deeply indented coast of Patagonia to 
see whether a safe route among them 
can be discovered. Such a route would 
mean the saving of some 800 miles to 
a vessel proceeding up or down the 
coast. Thence the party will return 
lORco more to lalands Hr the South

Sir Bertrand Dawson, wlto has been 
appointed by King George to be his 
principal physician and the head of 
his large staff of medical-attendants, 
•n the place of the lute Bir Francis 
leaking, Is no stranger to his sover¬ 
eign. Kj»r he has been connected with 
the royal household ever since 1907. 
when he was tlrst called In to assist 
in the care bf Edward VII.^ Ft-W'men 
of his profession are more {{wUely .and 
more favorably known, and ne is' re¬ 
garded .as the greatest authority In 
l‘7nglund on gastro-intestlnitl maladies. 
He has been for the past ten years 
the principal physician of the London 
h(«pltal. makes his home in Wimpolc 
street, like all the most emliumt man 
of his calltTig, and is exceei(li^\g|ty well 
off, having married one of the daugh¬ 
ters and heiresses of A. F. Yarrow, 
whose celebrity as a builder of tor¬ 
pedo destroyers is world wide. 

How very discreet Sir Bertrand Is 
may be gathered frdm the secr^i-y 
which he maintains with regard to his 
age, no Indication of which Is to be 
found in any of the standard works 
of reference or medical directories. He 
comes from a long line of doctors, his 
father and grandfather having be¬ 
longed to the medical profession be¬ 
fore him, and if he has been selected 
to succeed Sir Francis Laking in pre- 
ference tp any other physician it la 
because he specialises In that parti¬ 
cular branch of his art in which the 
king has most occasion to be inter¬ 
ested. For the weak points, medically 
speaking, of George V.'s condition of 
health are precisely the stomach and 
the digestive organs, which have given 
him trouble ever since that severe at¬ 
tack of typhoid fever to which he so 
nearly succumbed twenty years ag.>, 
and which carried off his elder brother, 
the Duke of Clarence, who was seised 
thereby at the same time. 

The responsibilities which rest upon 
Sir Bertrand Dawson as chief physl- 
lian to his sovereign are exceedingly 
heavy, and constitute a severe strain 
upon whatever nerves he may have. 
For it is to him that not only the 
royal family, but also the government 
k.ok to preserve the monarch In good 
health. It is a health upon which de¬ 
pend the greatest dynastic, poiuical 
and economic interests, all of whi,.h 
are bound to be more or less injuri¬ 
ously affected by anything* untoward 
happening to the king or by a change 
in the tenure of the throne, • 

In order to safeguard the sover¬ 
eign’s health. Sir Bertrand is obliged 
to exercise a good deal of tactful 
authority In compelling him to adopt 
the necessary precautions, and all 
sorts of rules of life and of diet, which 
are-intensely tiresome and calculated 
to impair one's normal enjoyment of 
existence. Now monarchs, even In 
the most constitutional of cobntrles, 
are so much aecustomed to have their 
own way and to command, that they 
are inclined to rel)el against the idea 
of o1>eying the directlona .of anyone 
cioe, even of their physicians, and 
both Queen Victoria gnd King Edward] 
^ gave their doctors no end of trouble 
In this respect, their physicians being 
obliged to use the utmost diplomacy 
In dealing with them. 

If there Is the slightest mistake 
made In the medical treatment of the 
royal patient the chief physician Is 
quickly called to account, not alone by 
his professional brethren but by the 
public, in such a manner that his medi¬ 
cal and social career are at an end. 

It Is quite natural that the sovereign’s 
(-hief physician shoujd acquire a very 
great Influence over him or her. The 
sway wielded over King George IV. by 
his doctors was made the subject <tf 
frequent denunciation in the press and 
in parliament, throughout his reign, as 
being not only unconstitutional but aJso 


nefarious, and while Sir William Jen- 
ner, who was for so many yetrs the 
chief doctor of Queen Victoria, was 
never assailed in this manner, yet his 
Influence over his royal mistress was 
so well known among the Initiated that 
it was on several occasions Invoked by 
her ministers and by her principal ad- 
viser.s, in moments of grave constitu¬ 
tional crises, when it was found im¬ 
possible to induce her In any other 
fashion to give way. 

That is why the appointment of Sir 
Bertrand Dawson as chief "physician 
in ordinary" to King George Is one 
which Is of Importance, not merely to 
members of the royal family and of the 
Court of St. James, but to the English 
nation, to the British empire, and to 
ail those foreign countries that are on 
(erms of friendship (herewith. 

Although the actl\lfieS^f the mili¬ 
tant suffragettes In Great Britain oAd 
the chaotic condition of affairs In Ire¬ 
land, where three armies, namely, that 
of the crown, that of the Ulsterites and 
that of the Nationalists, all ready arm¬ 
ed for the fray, are confronting one 
another, awaiting the spark that is to 
start the conflagration of civil war 
throughout the Emerald Isle, and might 
be expected to occupy the attention of 
the reading public, yet the pages of the 
English metropolitan and provincial 
press have been filled for a number of 
days with letters and articles concern¬ 
ing the expulsion of a barely IS-year- 
old l>oy, a grandson of the late LoYd 
Castlemalne, from Eton, for the perpe¬ 
tration of a boyish lark. The escapade 
consisted in hiring an automobile and 
riding off therein with a school-mate to 
a riverside inn at Maidenhead for mid¬ 
night supper. There were no latlics con¬ 
cerned in the party and the boys, who 
were of the same age, were captured 
by their masters before they even had 
time to eat their supper. 

The consensus of opinion seems to be 
that Canon the Hon. E. Lyttelton, head 
master of Eton, was unduly harsh in 
expelling such small boys for what was 
after all so very harmless a freak, that 
is to say, harmless In Us freedom from 
any form of vice, an^l that a good 
birching—since ' birching Is still in 
vogue at Eton—would have fully suf¬ 
ficed In the way of punishment. 

In order to understand the condem¬ 
nation to which Canon Lyttelton Is be- 
] ing subjecte<l In the matter it is neces¬ 
sary to explain that expulsion from a 
college such as Eton follows a lad 
throughout his life. Several Instances 
of this kind have come under my per¬ 
sonal notice, and I particularly recall 
the case of a young baronet of consider¬ 
able wealth, son of one of the moat 
famous engineers of his day, and mar¬ 
ried to a singularly charming woman. 
Spending a winter at Cairo during the 
early years -of the British oA:upatlon 
he was boycotted by all the English 
officers stationed there, several of 
whom were former Etonians, and as a 
re.sult thereof by the entire society of 
the place, because he happened to have 
been expelled from Eton. The cause of 
his expulsion w'as neither mentioned 
nor asked. The very fact that he had 
been expelled froip Eton was enough' 
to brand him with a stigma, and (t 
followed him throughout his life, to 
the intense distress of his wife until 
his prematxire death, a thoroughly 
broken-spirited and unhappy man. 

That is why the Hon. Mrs. Broughton 
Adderley, sister of the present Lord 
Castlemalne, and mother of one of the 
boys who has Just been sent away from 
Eton, is protesting so bitterly against 
the handicapping of his entire career 
through his expulsion from Eton. She 
realizes that It is useless any longer for 
him to attempt to enter the navy, for 
whi<-h he was intended, and has an- 
nounce<l that she is making arrange¬ 
ments for him to make a future for 
himself in Canada.

To Locate the Direction From Whence 
Comes Wireless Message. 

During thc^ passage across the At- 
lantlc of the Canadian Northern liner 
R(»yal George a serleR c>f demonstra¬ 
tions were given of the possibilities of 
a new wireless aid to navigation. The 
new device Is rlassilied as a "direc¬ 
tion finder.” Its duty Is to seek out 
all wireless stations, whether station¬ 
ary or in motion—or in other words 
on coast line or high seas, within a 
radius of hfty miles and to indicate 
for the guidance of the navigating of¬ 
ficers the exact r<‘lation of the ship to 
those in terms of latitude and long¬ 
itude. Its sphere of usefulness, even 
in the present cxperiinentHl stage, Is 
to assist the captain during "thick” 
weather, In maintaining a clear 
course In the travelled ocean "lanes” 
In passing points, and in making port. 

The device is not bulky. The “de¬ 
tector” box, which Is the medium for 
locating the wireless stations, Is but 
large enough to hold two small 
switches and a graduated dial fitted 
with a movable indicator. Connected 
with this cabinet is the telephone box, 
differing from others in that it Is 
equipped with a crystal of carborun¬ 
dum which translates the wireless 
into a signal intelligible to the ear of 
the operator.

Both the Marconi engineer. Signor
